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DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

Applicant's amendment filed 4/21/2009 has been received. With the 
amendment, claims 1-7 have been canceled and new claims 8-18 have been added. 
Newly submitted claims 14-18 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: As stated in the previous 
Requirement for Restriction filed 1 1/14/2008, the common feature is related to a growth 
method using a solution to control the polarity of a thin nitride film. This is disclosed by 
JP2002-270525 and therefore, cannot quality as a special technical feature. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 14-18 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
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invention. The claim is now directed towards forming a bipolar gallium nitride film. 
However, the claims and the specification, with the method steps and compounds 
disclosed, cannot apparently form a gallium nitride film. The claim and specification 
disclose a sapphire substrate, cleaning with H 2 , and treating with nitric acid, none of 
which contain the element gallium. The prior art previously cited, which teaches forming 
a gallium nitride film, discloses introducing TMG (trimethylgallium) to form the thin film 
(see Yuasa et al US 2002/0048964, paragraph [0043]), whereas the immediate 
specification and claims fail to disclose where the gallium in the gallium nitride film is 
formed. Therefore, forming a thin bipolar gallium nitride film having the orientation as 
claimed is not enabled by the specification or the subsequent method steps in the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 8 recites a Ga face (+c) and N face (-c). 
However, it is unclear from the claims and from the specification what +c and -c refer to, 
whether it be the charge on each face, or whether it is drawn to extending in a plane in 
a "c" direction. For purposes of examination, it will be assumed to be a "+" and "-" 
charge. Claims 9-13 are likewise rejected for failing to cure the deficiencies of claim 8. 
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Claim 8 also recites a period of "0 minutes to 10 minutes" for the time period of 
treating the substrate with nitric acid. It is not clear if the actual step of treating the 
substrate with nitric acid is required, since the lower limit of the time range is 0 minutes. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Since newly filed claim 8 is not enabled by the specification, Applicant's 
immediate arguments concerning the treatment temperature of the nitric acid is moot 
(see above).
